Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Independent claims 1, 32, and 37 recite a combination of features which are not taught, 

suggested, or rendered obvious by the prior art. The claims recite a method and medium for 

handling a data transfer request from a first virtual machine of a plurality of virtual machines 

where the request is handled within a multipath data storage system. 

In particular, the prior art does not disclose the combination of features relating to 

identifying a data request from a particular virtual machine, identifying a plurality of possible 
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paths over which the data can be routed, and then determining information specific to the virtual 
machine where the specific information indicates a priority of the virtual machine relative to the 
other virtual machines. Another important feature relates to the selection of the path based on 
the specific virtual machine information and multipath routing information. 

These combination of features are not taught, suggested, or rendered obvious by the prior 
art. Therefore, independent claims 1, 32, and 37 are allowable. The dependent claims are 
allowable based on their dependency on their parent claims. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
